1. The 35% drawings for Location Exchange Berkeley Manor N027 have been
reviewed. Comments from Headquarters LFF-2 were discussed by reference
(a). The following is a listing of recommendations for consideration
and inclusion with Public Works comments:

a. Headquarters Harine Corps LFF-2 Comments:

(1) Provide (2) parking spaces for Handicapped.

(2) Provide water cooler and janitor sink in area of compactor
opening adjacent to toilet facilities.

(3) Provide rubber base in lieu of wood base in work area.

(4) Building appears to be structurally overdesigned refer
to exterior walls.

(5) Cement block walls should not be insulated; 2" styrofoam is
sufficient.

(6) Styrofoam insulation should be installed between block and
brick walls not interior walls.

(7) Design of building should consider future maintenance
problems.

(8) Underground gas tanks are shown as installed beneath gas
pumps, recommend gas tanks be installed on south end of building adjacent
to pavement.

(9) Confirm thermal design requirements.
